SEMINAR IN SANTA MARGHERITA (GENOA) ITALY SPONSORED BY 
INTERNATIONAL CENTER FOR COMPARATIVE CRIMINOLOGY 12-15 MAY. 
PRIOR THERETO HE PLANS TO VISIT LONDON, BONN, WEST BERLIN, 
MUNICH AND VIENNA FOR DISCUSSIONS WITH US MISSIONS AND 
HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS ON MANAGEMENT OF POSSIBLE TER- 
RORIST INCIDENTS INVOLVING MASS DESTRUCTION OR "INTER- 
MEDIATE" WEAPONS. 
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2. DR. KUPPERMAN'S FIELDS OF INTEREST ARE THE THREATENED 
OR ACTUAL USE BY TERRORISTS OF NUCLEAR, CHEMICAL OR BIO- 
LOGICAL WEAPONS OR OF CONVENTIONAL MILITARY WEAPONS SUCH 
AS ANTI-TANK OR SURFACE-TO-AIR ROCKETS; THE EMERGENCY 
ORGANIZATION OF GOVERNMENTS DURING PERIODS OF MAJOR. TER 
RORIST-CAUSED CRISES; AND THE PLANNING NEEDED TO MITIGATE 
THE EFFECTS OF RESOURCE INTERRUPTIONS CAUSED BY SUCH TER- 
RORIST ASSAULTS. THUS, THE TYPE OF ANTI-TERRORISM PLANNING 
OF INTEREST TO DR. KUPPERMAN EXCEEDS THE LEVEL OF 

VIOLENCE WE HAVE WITNESSED TO DATE. CENTERING IN ASSASSI 
NATIONS OR ABDUCTIONS OF LOWER LEVEL OFFICIALS OR ORDINARY 
CITIZENS. 

3. IF POSSIBLE, DR. KUPPERMAN WOULD APPRECIATE MEETINGS 
WITH AMBASSADORS HII .LF.NBR AND AND BUCHANAN AND WITH 
AMBASSADOR ARMSTRONG, FOR WHOM HE FORMERLY WORKED. IN 
ADDITION TO HOST GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS SCHEDULED BY US 
MISSIONS, IT IS HOPED THAT MEETINGS WITH THE FOLLOWING 
INDIVIDUALS CAN BE ARRANGED:

STUDIES 

WEST BERLIN - MR. ERHARD BORNER - CHIEF OF POLICE 

MUNICH - PROFESSORS DR. KLAUS L. GOTTSTEIN AND 
DR. AFHELDT OF THE MAX PLANCK INSTITUTE, TO 
DISCUSS ACDA MATTERS 

VIENNA - MR. GEORGE WEIS, AMEMBASSY, AND THE 
INSPECTOR GENERAL OF IAEA.
